reducing motor vehicle travel by 
84 percent,” the Albany Ford 
agency owner told EPA mem- 
bers, “In many cases, there are 
no alternative means of public 
transportation of any kind avail- 
able to serve the motorist.” 


Speaking for the auto dealers, 
Woulfe sincerely requested that 
the auto curbs, such as the kind 
proposed for the San Francisco 
Bay area, not be adopted—at 
least until a thorough and quanti- 
tative assessment of their impact 
on the commmunity and ‘‘our 
people” be made. 


“On behalf of the new car and 
truck dealers in the San Fran- 
cisco area,” Jim Woulfe contin- 
ued, “we recommend that the 
EPA administrator call upon Con- 
gress to authorize an independent 
review end re-examination of the 
automotive environmental stand- 
ards established by the Clean Air 
Act of 1970, in light of medical 
and public health factors, fuel 
economy, performance and con- 
sumer cost-benefit considerations. 

“Let's first determine just 
what ambient air quality stand- 
ards are really needed to protect 
our health and welfare, and then 
let’s create new automobile emis- 
sion standards that are compati- 
ble with realistic and needed am- 
bient air quality goals. If this is 
done, there is reason to believe 
that we can ‘have a balance be- 
tween clean air and our economic 
and social goals. 


“Otherwise,” he concluded, 
“the kinds of transportation con- 
trol proposals we are considering 
here today will tear apart the ec- 
onomic and social fabric of our 
commmunity, with the resultant 
death to freedom of mobility. I

Proceset Planned 


Albany voters will be given a 
second chance to approve the con- 
struction of a ‘‘middle school’ 
for Albany students in grades six 
through eight, 

If the Alameda County Super- 
visors approve including it on 
the November 6 ballot, the new 
bond issue will not only provide 
funds for the middle school, but 
also the cost of replacing the un- 
safe sections of Cornell school, 
and this time will need only a 
simple majority to pass, instead 
of the sixty-six and two-thirds 
needed previously. 

Since the new bond proposal, 
lowered to $1,600,000, is devoid of 
all non-quake-safe items, it is cov- 
ered by Proposition Nine, passed 
by California voters last year, al- 
lowing the simple majority ap- 
proval. 

The proposed bonds will pro- 
vide most of the money needed 
to build the proposed middle 
school and replacing the unsafe 
auditorium and west wing Cor- 
nell. A state loan is anticipated, 
which will provide funds to pay 
the balance of the costs for the 
middle school and the purchase 
of the 5% acre site at Jackson 
and Buchanan from the Univer- 
sity of California. 

William J. Kilby, Albany Uni- 
fied School District business man- 
ager, told the Board of Education 
the new school bond proposal 
would mean a maximum tax rate 
of 45% cents for any of the first 
three years during which the 
bonds would be redeemed, begin- 
ning 1974-75 tax year.
